Her second trip to 
this town resulted in the New Testament becoming 
her very own. She hasn’t gone since because her 
Bible is paid for now, she said. This home has family 
worship daily and Bintu reads the Bible to them— 
falteringly, I assure you, but no one else in the home 
is able to do it but her. The New Testaments are 
so attractive and neat and are greatly appreciated. 
We are expecting much fruit from the sale of these 
New Testaments all over our field. May the Lord 
richly bless you in this great task that is yours, of 
giving the life-giving Word to so many tribes.”

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The Bible—Christian Propaganda 


by Robert T. Taylor 


NE of the most active exponents of foreign 
QC) missions is Adolph Hitler. For ten years his 
missionaries have been at work in every part 

of the world. ‘There is no longer any question as to 


whether or not we are going to have foreign missions. 
We will have foreign missions. The only question 


is whether the missionaries will be teaching Machia- 


velli and Nietzsche, upon whose ideas Fascism is 
based, or the gospel of Jesus Christ. We are going 
to have plenty of pernicious “missionary” move- 
ments. We must be wise enough to increase our ac- 
tivities in propagating the good news of Jesus. All 
propaganda need not be bad or false. We must be 
as wise in our strategies with truth as the dictators 
are with error. 

The dictators are concerned with what men read. 
So is the American Bible Society. The Bible is the 
greatest piece of propaganda for democracy the world 
has ever known. For the most part, Bible-reading 
men have been liberty-loving men. In his history of 
England, Green credits the Bible with being the 
greatest single force in bringing about English lib- 
erty. Our nation was established in freedom by 
Bible-loving, liberty-loving men. China, in building 
a new democracy, has seized avidly upon the Bible, 
which brings new light to the ancient Chinese love 
of democracy. 

The Bible itself does not teach a way of govern- 
ment. When the Book influences a man’s living, 
it makes him demand individual freedom. He seeks 
democracy in government, and pursues that way of 
personal living which leads him to the only true 
liberty. He is freed from the awful bondage of self 
as he permits himself to be captured by the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

The Scriptures, translated, at least in part, into 
over 1,050 languages and dialects, are a potent force 
in promoting democracy. Could any man write a 
treatise on freedom that would strike a responsive 
note in the heart of the highly educated Madame 
Chiang Kai-shek and in the heart of the nearly illiter- 
ate tribesman on an island in the South Pacific? 
What reading material other than the Bible can 
bring peace to a Chicago business man, afraid of 


tomorrow, and an African bushman, afraid of the 
tree spirits? This book has been tested. It has a 
real message for every man in every language. 

The kind of world we have after this war will be 
determined in large measure by what the people of 
every land read. We shall be less wise than the chil- 
dren of this world, if we neglect the Christian propa- 
ganda of the Bible. 

The distribution of the Word has had many by- 
products. The King James Bible was a powerful 
force for good in English literature. The same Bible 
was a mighty influence in the formulation of English 
common law. The translation of the Scriptures into 
certain tongues has brought about their reduction to 
writing, with consequent cultural advancement. 

The great reason for Scripture distribution is be- 
cause of the part it plays in our God-given responsi- 
bility to preach the gospel “‘to every creature.” It is 
well, however, to be aware of the gospel by-product— 
democracy. The Book in every tongue can prepare 


’ the way for the cooperation which must needs appear 


on the new global maps. 

In the interests of Christian propaganda, it is sig- 
nificant that the American Bible Society is distribut- 
ing Testaments in thirty-eight languages to prisoners 
of war. It is important that nineteen of the dialects 
of the Solomon Islands have at least a part of the 
Bible. What will liberated Europe read? It will 
not be the Bible, unless the Bible Societies provide 
now for Scriptures in European tongues. In the next 
twenty years, millions of illiterates in many lands 
will learn to read. They must have Bibles. 

Nations all over the world will need great, un- 
selfish men for whom human freedom is a passion. 
Scores of such men and women have blessed our 
Anglo-Saxon progress. Can anyone readily call to 
mind as many as three among them who did not 
find inspiration in the Word of God? 

The postwar world will be a reading world. For 
such a world the missionary must provide the Book 
of Freedom. The American people must take the 
lead in providing the Book. The American Bible 
Society is already at work on this vast project. It 
needs encouragement, gifts, and prayers. 


The Bible in the Lebanon 


by F. Lyman MacCallum 


AX TIBI MARCE EVANGELISTA MEUS. 

Against the deep blue of the Beirut sky, high 

above the Bible Society’s depot, the winged lion 
of St. Mark rests his stony paw on an open Bible in- 
scribed with the above motto. To be sure, the lion 
stands there as the symbol not of evangelism, but of 
Italian commercial enterprise bidding for the lion’s 
share of Levant trade. So it may have been'‘only an 
optical illusion on the part of Bible Society agents 
that his wings got a firmer lift, his tail a prouder 
curve, when the Bible depot was opened directly 
beneath him and evangelism began there in earnest. 
Among ourselves we look on the lion as our private 
mascot, even though since 1940 his real master has 
been the Custodian of Enemy Properties. 

Changes due to the war enter even into our circu- 
lation figures. For two years our second-best distri- 
bution has been in English, Arabic of course coming 
first. ‘This unusual increase has been due largely to 
the demands of the army, coupled with those of in- 
dividual Lebanese who are anxious to improve their 
English. Earlier, similar causes brought about an 
appreciable increase in our sale of German Scrip- 
tures. That tendency, however, was nipped by an 
early frost. 


The Bible Society’s headquarters in Beirest 


Facing our depot across the sun-dazzled square 
stand the neat stone buildings of the Lebanese Parlia- 
ment. Here in October 1943, amid scenes of great 
popular enthusiasm, assembled the first Parliament 
to be elected and convoked since the independence 
of Syria and the Lebanon was proclaimed by France 
in 1941. Friends watching the rejoicings thought 
that the Bible ought to be given a place in the founda- 
tions of the new state, and they decided to present 
a copy to each Deputy and Minister. But before this 
could be carried out, a violent conflict of authority 
between the Parliament and the Mandatory Power 
aroused world sympathy for this little state. Follow- 
ing the reconciliation some weeks had to elapse 
before it was opportune for us to wait on the Presi- 
dent with an Arabic Bible of the largest size and most 
elaborate gilding. 

The Cabinet was in session when we arrived and 
were shown to an adjoining room. “You are the lucky 
ones today,” the secretary told us. “His Excellency 
has had to cancel all his appointments for the day, 
but he insisted on meeting you, even though he will 
have to leave the Cabinet meeting to do so.” 

Soon His Excellency, Cheikh Khoury el-Bechara, 
President of the Republic, hurried in. He shook 
hands with the delegation and we all sat down. 
Pastor Abdulkerim Mufit, head of the Syrian Protes- 
tant churches, made the presentation. He declared 
that with this Book we were bringing the good wishes 
and prayers of many who felt that in the Bible were 
to be found the principles of good government and 
individual righteousness, through which alone this 
new state could fulfill its true destiny. 

The President, who is a Maronite Catholic, replied 
with more than kindness, saying that no other present 
could have pleased him so much as this. His satis- 
faction was increased by the knowledge that a Bible 
was going to each member of his government. This 
Book was worth more to them than were all their law 
books, more indeed than the constitution of the re- 
public itself. He added, with a twinkle in his cheer- 
ful blue eyes, that as for himself, he would begin with 
the Book of Job, since a man in his position needed, 
above all, to study patience! Then he sat for a 
quarter of an hour more, asking questions about 
translations and about the work of the Bible Society: 
The delegates found it a most heartening reception. 

Following this they made a serious effort to see 
each Minister and Deputy personally in order to 
explain to him the hopes which this gift embodied. 

In quite another setting Lebanese politics made 
an opening for the Bible. Colporteur Michel 
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Hattouni had spent the night in 
a small mountain village, and in 
the freshness of early morning 
was setting out on the next stage 
of his tour. The village priest 
was sitting with several friends at 
the roadside. ‘Bookseller!’ he 
challenged, “‘are you for the Na- 
tionalists or for the Parliament?” 
—referring thus to two opposed 
policies over which this little re- 
public is deeply divided. Not 
knowing on which side lay their 
sympathies, the colporteur an- 
swered discreetly that he labored 
for the Kingdom of God. They 
urged him to sit, and during the 
next half hour he found oppor- 
tunity to discuss with them the 
sins and weaknesses which are the 
real though unregarded enemies of the nation. As 
he was about to leave, the priest detained him, saying, 
“Here, you have helped with our politics, we must 
help with your books.” They lightened his load 
by one Bible, one New Testament and five Portions.

Three stages in making a Bible-reader 


On returning to my cabin, I noticed the huge, bulky 
form of a six-foot-three-inches, fifteen-stone, familiar figure 
in our ship, scanning the notices outside my door. One of 
the items on the notices reads: ‘Bibles, New Testaments, 
tracts, may be obtained on application to the chaplain.” 
He glanced furtively in my direction, and hurried off. 

Returning later, he said, “Excuse me, sir, the notice says 
you will lend me a Bible.’”—“I will give you one,” I re- 
plied, “if you have not got one, and will use it.” Very 
gratefully he stowed the Bible I gave him into his pocket. 
He told me that he had longed for years to find in the 
Bible the parts his mother had read him, but never could 
summon up enough courage to buy or ask for one. 

Later the man, completely recovered from his em- 
barrassment, read the Bible at the mess table, surrounded 
by messmates who, if he were younger or less “manly,” 
would have tormented him outrageously. To him they 
do not say a word, although he reads the Bible several 
times a week, and, on some occasions, for hours at a time. 
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A Christian Japanese Soldier’s Testament 


N VIEW of the fact that only one half of one 
percent of the Japanese population are Christian, 
there are relatively few Christians, of course, 

among the several million conscripted soldiers. Un- 
doubtedly some of these keep up their discipline of 
reading the Bible regularly. 

The November issue of the Bible Society Record 
contained a revealing account by Chaplain Wither- 
spoon of an American Bible Society Testament in 
Japanese found on Attu. According to this article 
the Testament ‘‘was given to a Japanese son by his 
father who wrote in it to the effect that the boy might

not come back, but if he lived by the teachings there- 
in he would have life eternal.” 

Recently another copy of a Japanese New Testa- 
ment also taken on Attu has been seen. The book 
is a New Testament and Psalms in Japanese, a fine 
leather-covered, India paper pocket edition printed 
in Tokyo, September 1938 (third edition), by the 
Japan Bible Society. 

Several dates are entered on the margins of marked 
passages. On January 1, 1942, for instance, he marked 
Thessalonians 1: 2-4 with the following notation: 
“On hearing this passage at the sunrise prayer meet- 
ing on New Year’s Day, I shed tears of gratitude.” 
He marked Luke g: 18-27 on April 1, 1942 with this 
marginal note: “Prayer meeting, Easter week, the 
night before leaving for Kochi.” (See comment later 
on this city of Kéchi). ‘The last and most significant 
date given is July 5, 1942, because it was on that 
Sunday that he received his military summons. He 
had evidently been to church that morning and had 
heard Colossians 1 read. 

The place-name Kochi mentioned above is of some 
significance. Kochi is a city located on the Pacific 
coast of the Island of Shikoku and is one of the oldest 
centers of Christianity in Japan, the strongest and 
most distinguished Presbyterian Church in the 
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country being located there. Dr. Shiroshi Tada, 
who has been the pastor of this church for many 
years, was chosen chairman of the Christian peace 
delegation to America in the spring of 1941, but died 
a few days before the delegation sailed. 

Kochi has also been a center of the liberal political 
movement in Japan. Count Taisuke Itagaki, the 
founder and leader of the Liberty Party of the Meiji 
Era, came from this town. Shot and seriously 
wounded by a reactionary fanatic in 1882, this cru- 
sader for freedom and democracy declared from his 
hospital bed: “Itagaki may die but liberty, never.” 
To him Dr. Neesima, the preeminent Christian 
leader and founder of Doshisha University, once sent 
a flaming letter—a scroll six feet long—exhorting him 
to become a Christian in order to make his patriotism 
a truly potent force for the emancipation of the 
people. Mr. Kenkichi Kataoka, a Christian states- 
man who served as president of Doshisha University 
about 1902, was also a citizen of Kochi and a member 
of the Kochi Church. These and other leaders have 
given Kochi an enviable reputation as a center of 
liberal culture. 

Nothing definite is known about the owner of this 
Attu Bible. But that he may very likely have been 
a college student is deducible from the fact that he 
wrote the names of St. Augustine, Martin Luther and 
Karl Barth in one place in his Testament, and that 
he followed the German pronunciation instead of 
the English in writing them. Generally speaking, it 
is only in colleges that the students begin to take up 
German and French in addition to English. He may 
even have been a theological student, but it is more 
likely that he was a serious-minded Christian col- 
lege student, many of whom are greatly interested in 
contemporary theological ideas. At any rate, judg- 
ing from the general nature and tone of the marginal 
notations, there is no doubt that this young Japanese 
killed on Attu was a sincere Christian. 

Among the passages he marked here and there in 
his ‘Testament are the following: 

“If any man will come after me, let him deny 
himself, and take up his cross daily, and follow me.” 

“For, behold, the kingdom of God is within you.” 

“If God be for us, who can be against us?” 

This second copy of the Japanese New Testament 
from Attu proves among other things that Japanese 
Christians read the Bible as usual, and that in the 
Japanese army there are Christian soldiers who carry 
their Testaments with them. The unspeakable 
tragedy of Christians killing Christians, which war 
entails, involves the Christian youth of Japan as of 
every other land.

A Great-great-granddaughter of David Livingstone 


LIFE beautifully spent in preparing for and 
teaching the Word of God was translated into 
the presence of the living Word, August 19, 
1943. Dedicated to the service of God by her parents 
before she was born at Boone, Iowa, January 31, 1878, 
to Robert McQueen and Margaret Witted Weir, 


it was while she was a student at Leland Stanford 
University, from which she received her B.A. degree, 
that Mabel McQueen Weir definitely turned toward 
her preparation for her life’s work—that of teaching 
the Bible. Following graduation from Leland 
Stanford, Miss Weir continued her studies at Maclay 
College of Theology, from which she received her 
B.D. degree. Her degrees of M.A. and M.S.T. were 
from the Winona Lake School of Theology, and the 
L.H.D. degree was subsequently conferred on her by 
Taylor University. Ever striving for higher profi- 
ciency, that she might be a workman unashamed, ap- 
proved of God and rightly and attractively interpret- 
ing the Word of God to her students, Doctor Weir 
did graduate work at the University of Missouri, Uni- 
versity of California, Chicago University and the 
Biblical Seminary in New York City. 

Equipped with an unusual educational and 
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spiritual background, and with personal winsome. 
ness and a passion for her life’s ministry, Doctor Weir 
began her work by service with the Y.W.C.A. Her 
next field was as Bible teacher at the University of 
Illinois. From there she went to Mills College on 
the Pacific coast, where she was Professor of Bible. 
The last twenty-one years of her teaching ministry 
were spent in the Texas State College for Women at 
Denton, Texas, the world’s largest college for women. 
Here she influenced thousands of the Southwest’s 
young women for Christ, and made her classes in 
Bible among the most popular in that great institu- 
tion. In the early years at T.S.C.W., Doctor Weir 
was Professor of Bible, but later she established the 
Department of Bible, of which she was made the 
head. Largely through her personal influence 
T.S.C.W. was the first State institution of higher 
learning to offer a major and minor credit in Bible. 

During the years of her professorship at T.S.C.W., 
Doctor Weir built another labor of love, inspired 
by the vision that through it she would be able to 
perpetuate the ministry to which she had devoted 
her life. Inheriting from her Scotch ancestry a dis- 
position to frugality (for her Navy captain father 
was a direct descendant of Queen Margaret of Scot- 
land), she began in the early years at Denton to 
acquire strategically located property in and near the 
city. “This property was in the majority of instances 
in need of repair and this ingenious woman would 
spend her available hours planning, executing and 
supervising the improvements. She further enhanced 
the value of her properties by remodeling them into 
apartments and furnishing them. ‘There was no 
initial legacy with which to begin this program, so she 
accomplished it by sacrificial self-denial and sav- 
ings. At the time of her demise the estate thus built 
by her had reached the value of sixty thousand dol- 
lars. Throughout her life she had faithfully devoted 
the tithe to the Lord’s work. 

About two years before her death Dr. Weir made 
decisions as to the disposition of her estate. After 
setting apart enough to liquidate a small indebted- 
ness and fulfill a small bequest to an independent 
missionary organization, the residuary estate was 
given to the American Bible Society. When asked 
why she chose the Society as the agency through 
which her investment would continue to serve, she 
replied, “I believe the Word of the Lord shall endure 
forever, and that so long as it is required by man, 
God will perpetuate the American Bible Society in 
order to supply it.” Hers is indeed the gift that 
lives. 
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War Emergency and Postwar Rel 


VERY Bible lover in the land should face the 
figures on the opposite page. As he looks at 
them let him know that to millions of men and 

women—in the armed services, in life-rafts, in prison 
camps, in beleaguered countries, in countries to be 
liberated— these figures represent the possibility of 
redemptive power, peace of mind, steadfastness of 
purpose, all the mercies that God gives to his children 
through His Word. By them not only may millions 
of men and women find strength, but by them the 
churches of distraught war-sickened lands may equip 
themselves for the restoration of wholesome life to 
their people. In them lies one primary factor in any 
plan for new world order—a new spirit of moral re- 
sponsibility and true brotherhood under God. 

They are not enough, but they are all we dare fore- 
cast. Never before has the American Bible Society 
set out to secure in four years over $2,500,000 beyond 
its regular budget, which must also be increased by 
a total of $702,000 in this period.: But we dare not 
undertake less in the face of the terrific need and of 
the vast powers which the Bible can bring to bear on 
human life. 

Here is the continuing call for Scriptures for the 
chaplains and men and women of the armed forces 
and the Merchant Marine. Not only hundreds of 


thousands of Testaments and Gospels, but now 
hundreds of thousands of whole Bibles are being 
called for, as men rereading the New Testament wish 
the Old ‘Testament as well and Bible classes spring 
up in relatively settled installations. 


Here is also 


the continuing need of prisoners of war—a recent 
cablegram from Geneva asked for “thousands of 
English Bibles.” These are for our own men, and 
German Scriptures and others for the prisoners of the 
Allies, must be supplied. Publication in Switzerland 
must go on to supply the countries of Central Europe 
till they are freed. 

And when they and the countries of the East are 
freed, there must be at once placed in the hands of 
pastors and church workers and Bible societies large 
supplies of Bibles, ‘Testaments and Gospels to replace 
destroyed Scriptures, to renew Bible reading and 
Bible study until the rehabilitation of industry makes 
possible the production of paper and the printing of 
Bibles. And when this begins, subsidies will be 
needed to help start production. ‘This is the most 
vital, concrete measure of widespread help to the 
Christian churches of Europe and the East that can 
be undertaken. 

The figures here given are a revision of those 
tentatively presented in the May Record and were 
approved by the Board of Managers on June 1. 

They represent great possibilities, but only pos- 
sibilities. ‘There is nothing really accomplished until 
dollar signs become dollars and figures become facts. 

In faith the Society has already started the presses 
turning in Sweden, in Switzerland and in the United 
States producing these books. In like faith the 
Society calls on all Bible lovers to bring in by sacvi- 
ficial gifts, and by encouragement of like gifts from 
their friends, the resources that will give God’s great

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God's Word in the Rural Schools 


by Rev. George W. Curtice, D. D. 


ANY years ago Abraham’s servant said, “I 
being in the way, the Lord led me.” ‘This, in 
a sentence, describes the beginning of the 
Children’s Bible Mission. ‘Two saints of God were 
led to see the great numbers of children, both white 
and colored, in the rural districts of our beloved 
Southland, who were receiving no instruction in the 
Word of God. They were impelled to do something 
about it. 


Testament Reading in the schoolroom 


A small association of believers was formed and a 
plan was decided upon. This plan is simplicity itself, 
though it did require much careful and prayerful 
thought in its preparation. A list of 300 Bible verses 
was selected and awards were offered to the school 
children for memorizing these verses. For learning 
John g: 16 they earn a Gospel of John; 25 more verses 
earn a New Testament; 25 more verses, a story book; 
50 more verses, a wall motto; 100 more verses, a Bible; 
and 100 more verses, a week at camp. 

The American Bible Society has given most ex- 
cellent cooperation through offering Bibles at a very 
low cost. In eight years the Children’s Bible Mission 
has given out 8,192 Bibles, besides 271,528 Scripture 
portions, as awards for memorizing. 

The work began in a very small way but the Lord 
has richly blest it, as is evidenced by the expansion 
from four missionaries in 1935 to twenty-seven at the 
present. There are branches in the states of Alabama,

Florida, Georgia, North Carolina, Mississippi, Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and South Carolina. 

The memory contest is presented in the public 
school by the Children’s Bible Mission representative. 
The children study the Scripture verses and repeat 
them to their teachers, all outside the regular school 
hours. ‘Teachers are glad to co-operate in this as 
soon as they see the great improvement in the deport. 
ment of the children, once they are brought into con 
tact with God’s Word. 

Camp time is God’s harvest time. It is there that 
the 300 verses which the children have memorized are 
made to apply to their own lives. It must be that 
God prepares the soil, for almost every child who 
attends camp leaves with a clear-cut decision for 
Christ. The way of salvation is made very plain and 
no child makes a decision under pressure of excite- 
ment or undue urging. 

One great desire on the part of the C.B.M. is to 
teach the children the value of a life devoted to God 
and that their life of service must begin with sur- 
render to Him who saved them. Churches and Sun- 
day schools are greatly benefited when such children 
come into their fellowship, for they come with a great 
yearning to serve God as He leads them. ‘These chil- 
dren are really “doers of the Word, and not hearers 
only.” 

One little girl left camp and, with another camper 
to assist her, formed a summer Bible school in which 
nineteen other children were saved. In writing of it 
she concluded by saying, “I feel as if a load had been 
took off my heart.” 

Many of the children return from camp to homes 
where God is not honored. All of them need Chris- 
tian help and support in their life of testimony. To 
assist in this and to enable them to qualify for a 
second, third and fourth year at camp, a correspond- 
ence course of lessons with memory work is provided. 
There are nine lessons for each year and these are 
issued monthly through the various branch head- 
quarters. Each lesson is accompanied by an answer 
sheet and when all nine are properly filled out and 
receive a passing grade, the child is eligible for an- 
other glorious week at camp. In 1943 there were 
42,391 awards given out, and in addition to these 
there were 717 children who attended camp. The 
work is entirely supported by free-will offerings from 
those who are interested in administering God’s 
Word to the children. It is becoming increasingly 
apparent that the children in our country must have 
greater attention. 
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A New District Secretary 


HE Rev. Harvey 

Clark has been ap- 

pointed Secretary 
of the Northwestern Dis- 
trict of the American 
Bible Society, effective 
July 1, with offices in 
Chicago. He has also 
been appointed Associate 
Secretary of the Chicago 
Bible Society. 

The Rev. Mr. Clark is 
the pastor of the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Church 
of the Redeemer (United 
Lutheran in America) in Chicago. He has spent ten 
years as the highly successful pastor of this fast- 
growing congregation. 

Pastor Clark is a native of Kansas City, where he 
graduated from high school and spent a year studying 
law. After three years with the Standard Oil Com- 
pany on the Pacific Coast, he returned to Kansas City 
and attended Kansas City Junior College for one 
year, in 1929-30. 

While attending college he became convinced of 
his call to enter the Lutheran ministry. He went to 
Midland College, Fremont, Nebraska, and graduated 
cum laude in two and a half years. He spent another 
year in Western Seminary at Fremont and two years 
in Chicago Lutheran Theological Seminary in May- 
wood, Illinois. 

In January 1935, before his graduation from semi- 
nary in May, he became the minister of Redeemer 
Church in Chicago, During his ministry the church 
has paid off the major portion of its indebtedness 
and the membership has more than doubled. 

Mr. Clark is married and has two daughters, one 
seven, one two and a half. 

The Rev. Mr. Clark has emphasized the import- 
ance of the Scriptures. He is a Biblical preacher. 
For some months he taught Bible to a class in the 
Cook County jail. The Bible Society became ac- 
quainted with Pastor Clark when free Scriptures were 
furnished to him for this project. 

The officers of the American Bible Society look 
forward to years of happy fellowship with Mr. Clark 
in the great task of distributing the Holy Scriptures. 

The appointment of a new District Secretary for 
this area is part of the new arrangement under which 
Dr. Taylor became a General Secretary of the Amer- 
ican Bible Society in January of this year. For the 
first time in the history of the American Bible So- 
ciety a part of its headquarters office is located out- 
side of New York City. Dr. Robert T. ‘Taylor is 
remaining in Chicago and will direct church rela- 
tionships and national distribution from Ohio to the

Bible Translators; skilled teacher of phonemics in the 
Summer Institute of Linguistics. Counselor for the 
Society in the orthography of the Andean Indian lan- 
guages.

Mr. Loren G. Jones, a generous friend and annui- 
tant, was elected a Life Director. 
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Chaplain Edgar H. S. Chandler, USNR, the guest 
speaker, showed the Japanese New Testament and 
Psalms found at the invasion of Attu. This book was 
published in 1938 by the American Bible Society's 
representative in Tokyo, the Japan Bible Society. 
In relating some very interesting experiences in both 
the North and South Pacific, Chaplain Chandler 
stated that there were many evidences of a greater 
use and understanding of the Scriptures by men in 
the armed forces, both on land and sea. He gave 
some inspiring examples of what the Book had meant 
to those in terrible distress, or for building up morale 
at a time when everything else seemed meaningless 
and men began to pray, some of them for the first 
time in years. In conclusion, he expressed deep ap- 


preciation to the Society for “bringing into our midst 
the greatest of all instruments; and what a blessing 
it is to stand before a long line of men waiting to 
receive their New Testaments, and what a privilege 
it is to present these to them. ... We are very grateful 
that the Society has made this part of our work pos- 
sible and we know that together we will go forward in 
His Cause.” 

Bishop Carleton Lacy, just recently returned from 
China, brought a brief greeting to the Annual Meet- 
ing from all the friends of the Society in that war-torn 
country. 

The Society's new sound-motion picture, “The 
Bible in a Warring World,” was shown, after which 
tea was served.

organization, about 1936-7 received a letter 

from Northern Peru, asking for Bibles, hymn 
books and allied literature. No one seemed to know 
what church or-society was responsible for the care of 
this section, although the Free Church of Scotland 
appeared to be the most active body in that field. 
Later on, a telegram came to the book store from 
this town asking for help. A number of the leaders 
had been thrown in jail. Mr. R. B. Clark of the 
Christian and Missionary Alliance went to investi- 
gate. The town is located one day by bus from Lima 
up the coast, then one day over the mountain and 
finally two to four days by muleback farther on. Mr. 
Clark shortened the first part of the trip by flying.

The story which he found was this. Some time be- 
fore, a young fellow of the name of Renoso (who was 
just an ordinary peon) had been returning home to 
the Llamas or Moyobamba region, and passing 
through the town of Tayabamba, fell into conversa- 
tion with the inhabitants. Renoso had heard the 
Gospel, presumably from some missionary or convert 
of the Peruvian Indian Mission of the Free Church of 
Scotland. He was not a preacher nor even a lay 
worker—just an average fellow traveling through. As 
he stopped for the night he chatted about the 
Evangelicals and showed the townsmen a Bible, a 
hymn book and a copy of “Renacimiento”. He tried 
to teach them a hymn, but that was about all. Later 
these folks told Mr. Clark that they had understood 
nothing of what he had told 
them, so there were no direct 
results from his visit. How- 
ever, he left them the hymn 
book and the periodical, but 
would not part with his Bible. 
Within the periodical was the 
address of the evangelical book 
store in Lima. ‘These people 
therefore wrote the book store 
for Bibles and other literature. 
After getting these a number 
of people were converted. 
They even tried to sing hymns, 
but lacked the tunes, and so 
made up their own, regardless 
of how they sounded. In the 
periodical they noticed the 
descriptions of Sunday-schools, 
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whereupon they started one, but called it merely 
a school. Fanatics saw that they were Protestants 
and had them arrested on the grounds that they 
had opened a school without a legal permit. Six 
of the leaders were put in jail ina single room. The 
room was damp and filthy, with three-quarters of the 
floor under water. ‘They were there at least two 
weeks, perhaps longer. One of them was allowed to 
leave temporarily to bury his wife. Before Mr. Clark 
got there, they had all been released; and the police 
told Mr. Clark when he investigated the matter that 
they had been glad to get rid of these Evangelicals be- 
cause they bothered them by singing Evangelical 
music in the prison. By the time of Clark’s visit 


there 30 people had been converted by the books. 
There are now from 250 to 350 persons in this res 
gional group, which has come to constitute a Presby- 
tery of the Peruvian Evangelical Church. Mission- 
aries rarely visit them even now—perhaps once a year 
—but a native worker has been assigned to the region. 
Two and a half years ago the police told Mr. Clark 
that there is less crime, especially drinking and fight- 
ing, since the Protestants began. By the time Mr. 
Clark arrived, the believers had all left off the use of 
liquor and coca. They are Indians, but most of them, 
including the majority of the women, now speak, 
Spanish. ‘This is a remarkable testimony to the 
direct power of the Bible. 


Honored by Memorial Bibles 


ETTY MARION GESSELL in the picture is 
standing by 182 Bibles and 4 New Testaments 
that are a testimony to the affection of many 

friends for her grandfather, Rev. Elmer Hezekiah 
Gessell of Dallas, Texas. When he passed away at 


83 years of age after a fruitful life, it was suggested 
that the friends who wished to honor him should 
send Bibles instead of flowers. The books were later 
distributed by the Bible Lover’s League and the 
Radio Revival of Dallas. 

Mr. Gessell had long been a Bible teacher and had 
taken many of the teacher-training courses of the 
Southern Baptist Convention to aid him in this. In 
1910 he was ordained to the Gospel ministry in 
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Arizona. His active devotion to the churches to 
which he was related was a very marked feature of 
his life. His eagerness to win souls to Christ was 
recognized by the memorial gift of Scriptures. 


British Bible Society Annual Meeting 


S these columns close for the press there comes 
to hand an account of the Annual Meeting of 
the British and Foreign Bible Society in Lon- 

don on May 3. Viscount Sankey, the President, was 
in the Chair; the speakers were Dr. Nathaniel 
Micklem and the Archbishop of Canterbury. 
Secretary Temple, speaking for himself and his 
colleague Secretary Wilkinson, who was absent be- 
cause of regretted illness, reported a most significant 
year. The vigorous aid of the Auxiliary Societies in 
Canada, Australia, New Zealand and South Africa 
had increased their contributions by £42,000, the 
auxiliaries in Great Britain had increased £4,000 
and other increases had brought the total income to 
£438,367. Of this amount the year’s expenditures 
required £262,530. Of the balance £151,500 has 
been set aside for a Reconstruction Fund for which 
£50,000 more will be sought in the next two years. 
This amount of approximately $800,000 corresponds 
to the program announced by the American Bible 
Society on pages 88-89. Secretary Temple com- 
mented that the postwar demands on Europe alone 
will tax the resources of all the Bible Societies. 
Complete circulation figures were not available, 
but increases were noted in India, Central and South 
Africa, Canada and Peru. The increase in Canada 
was over 60,000 copies and in Africa over 89,000. 
Viscount Sankey presented cablegrams of greeting 
from other Bible Societies including one from the 
American Bible Society. The Archbishop declared 
in his address that the Bible Society was bringing 
“to all nations that which alone can supply the 
foundation of world unity and world fellowship.” 
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Radio Program: 8:15 a.m. 
T THE suggestion of the National 
Broadcasting Company and on the 
advice of Mr. Frank C. Goodman, the 
Society's experienced radio advisor, 
the time of the Society’s weekly broad- 
cast over the Blue Network has been 
changed to 8:15 a.m., Eastern War- 
time. It is believed that many who 
could not listen in at noon could do so 
at the earlier hour, though this may 
be somewhat too early for western sta- 
tions. 

Owing to Secretary Stifler’s illness, 
General Secretary Betts has been 
broadcasting during June and July 
and General Secretary North will be 
the speaker during August and Sep- 
tember.
